EDITORIAL VISITS. 


On our late visit through Marin and So- 
noma counties, we thought to gather some 
rather minute statistics as to the moral con- 
dition of the towns. But the effort seemed 
to present so much that was lamentable, 
compared with that which is encouraging, 
that we almost gave it up. We present a 
specimen. 

San Rafael, the shire town of Marin Co., 
located in a most romantic and healthy spot 
among beautiful hills on the west side of 
the Bay, is a town of about twenty-five 
families, with three stores, three hotels, six 
licensed liquor establishments, no church, 
one public school, one private school, one 
newspaper. Among the people are three 
Methpdists, two Baptists, and one Presby- 
terian, and seven Episcopalians. Thirteen 
professing Christians, divided into four dif- 
ferent sects, with nochurch! A Methodist 
minister has lately been appointed to reside 
here. The statistics present but little hope 
of usefulness in such a state of things. If 
the apostolical method could here be adopted, 
of all uniting who indeed love the -Lord 
Jesus to form one church to his praise, do- 
ing all business by vote of the brethren, 
governed alone .by supreme regard for the 
cause of Christ, then there might be hope 
of good results. 

Over the ranges of mountains to the west, 
on the ocean flat, a fine farming region ex- 
tends along the coast, widening toward the 
north out into a great fertile, rolling coun- 
try—about the best agricultural portion of 
the State. 

The most southern section is called Bo- 
Jinas, around a bay of the same name, with 
nothing to be called a village, but with land- 
ing places and school houses through farm- 
ing settlements. The Methodist minister 
from San Rafael is to preach here also. 

Eight miles north is Olema, at the head 


=f Tomales Bay, a beantiful sheet of water, 


eighteen miles long, coming. in from the 
north. The vill@ge is small—with two ho- 
tels, a store, etc., but no church. There is 
preaching in the school house, as in the 
previous case, and. by the same minister. | 
North of here milk ranches cecupy the 
lands for fifteen miles, including not over 
ten scattering families. 7 
Near the mouth of the bay is the village 
of Tomales, a pleasant town, in a region of 
farms and a good population. There is 
only a Roman Catholic church here, though 


in connection with the labors of an able 
_ Presbyterian minister, a fine house of wor- 


ship was put up and finished off during 
the last year. But, at the close, a man was 
‘appointed to clear away the shavings, and, 
in doing so, he set fire to them too near the 
building, so that, in his absence, the noble 
structure was burned. This church had 
cost about five thousand dollars, and its loss 
seems an irreparable one. 

From here, eastward and northeastward 
to Petaluma and the Russian River, almost 
the whole country is divided up into good 


farms and admirably cultivated. The cli- 


mate is mild, the air* moist, the soil rich, 
the region healthy, and the surface of the 
earth romantically varied with vales and 
rolling hills. 

Eight miles east of Tomales is a region 
without a village, but from its postoffice and 
also its fine Presbyterian church, called 
Two Rocks. It is settled almost exclusively 
by a community of intelligent, orderly, Cal- 


vinistic Presbyterians, of the Old School 


order. They enjoy, on alternate Sabbaths, 
the preaching of a highly esteemed and able 
pioneer mjnister—Rev. Mr. Frazer, of San- 
ta Rosé. 


Six miles from Two Rocks, northwest, is 
Bloomfield, a regular village, or town, of 
four stores, three hotels, three harness shops, 
four blacksmith shops, four drinking estab- 
lishments, one flourmill, twenty families, oné

Its position is a pleasant one, 
with a wide, flat region west, a fine stream 
flowing by on the north edge, a splendid 
mountain rising on the southeast, and an- 
other a little farther off on the northeast, 
with higher ones in the distance east and 
north, scattering trees all around, and fine 
cultivated fields, or wild oats in the open 
portions, even high up the mountain sides.

square in the centre. It has one school, 
graded into three departments, one society 
of Good Templars, four church buildings, 
eight church organizations, five blacksmith 
shops, eight stores, three hotels, and four

Reys T. Frazer, pastor of the Presbyte- 
rian church, is an early pioneer to this re- 
gion, and has done much in impressing upon 
the whole district round an intelligent, ster- 
ling, loyal, Calvinistic religious sentiment.

are moved to speak of some. prevailing 
faults which lie patent to our observation. 


‘We. shall notice first the too frequent non- 


‘recognition and nonfulfillment, on the part 
‘of our churches and religious societies, of 
_ ‘their just relations to their pastors. When 
we consider the sacred functions of the min- 
ister; his long, careful, and self-denying 
preparation for his holy calling; his due 
consecration to it by the constituted author- 
ities of the church; the high standard of 
public requirement in his incessant duties ; 


his complete excision from other modes of 


remunerative labor; we should naturally 
look for such an appreciation by his ped- 
ple of his high character, and of the para- 
mount importance of his work, that they 
would not fail to*make the necessary and 
adequate provision for his support. Nomi- 
nally all our churches and religious socie- 
ties undertake to do this; but, practically, 
how lamentably and miserably some of them 
fail. 

The salary, rately in excess of the nec- 
essary expenditure, frequently below it, is 
voted at the annual meeting of the church 
corporation, but with what delay, and difli- 
culty, and diminution is it paid.” Scattered 
too plentifully through the congregation are 
men who seem to regard the whole arrange- 
ment asa kind of voluntary charity on their 
part, to be met if it happens to be quite 
cagwenient ; otherwise, to be deferred, or 
put aside altogether. They occupy their 
seats in the house of God, furnished, light- 
ed, and warmed according to their require- 
ments; they listen from one Sunday to an- 
other to the earnestly wrought efforts of the 
pastor, and yet the months go by, and they 
either do nothing for his temporal support, 
or do it so tardily, or grudgingly, that he 
is often sorely straightened to provide for 
his urgent wants. 

O, shame to the men who treat a minis- 

ter, whose services bave an inestimable and 
immortal value for them and their children, 
as no business man would think of treating 
his humblest clerks! If ail our church-go- 
ing people would once squarely adopt the 
principle that pew rent is as much a debt, 
and as rigidly to be provided for, as house 
rent or office rent—that the minister’s sal- 


ary is his wages, overearned and indispens- 


able, which honor and honesty require to be 
paid with promptness—then, we are sure, 
would hafrassing burdens be lifted from 
many patient shoulders, and the great Head 
of the Church would approvingly enlarge 
the usefulness of his servants. Brethren, 
have we duly remembered that Christ's 
ministers especially represent him, being set 
apart to his work, and thereunto clothed 
with his grace; and that whatseever we do 
unto them, we do unto him also, unto him 
whose final. judgment of men is according 
to their treatment of his least disciples ? 
Shall we then stint and distress his: minis- 
try of reconciliation? Lord, forgive us that 
in our narrowness ang darkness, we have 
so dishonored and grieved thee in the per- 
sons of thine ambassadors! As the joyqus 
festival of our glorious Redeemer’s advent 
approaches, can we more fitly honor Him | 
than by rendering complete, though tardy, 
justice to those whom he has set over us in 
the ministry ?

DIscOVERY OF THE REMAINS OF A Mastopon. 
—About four weeks ago, while digging the foun- 
dation for a mill at Cohoes, New York, the work. 
men turned out the jaw of a mastodon from a spot 
some thirty feet below the surface. But, according 
to a correspondent of the Tribune, on Thursday 
last, this wonderful discovery was eclipsed by the 


/excavation of still further fossiliferous remains, 


which complete nearly the bones or fran ework of 
the mastodon. Eighty-five feet below the earth’s 
surface and about fifty feet below the place of the 
original discovery, the workmen came upon the re- 
maining bones, consisting as follows: Two tusks, 


backbone, the upper jaw and cranium, a number 


of the ribs, the hip-bones, shoulder-blades and the 
The tusks were each near- 


One of them, upon exposure to the light, trumbled 
to pieces, like clay, resembling that substance in 
appearance and texture. 

The ribs, of which there were fourteen found, 
are about four feet long, the largest being four 
feet nine inches. The upper jaw-bone is four feet 
nine inches long from the extremity of the mouth 
to the cranium, and across the forehead measures 
about three feet. So heavy is it that it was with 
difficulty four laborers could move the mass. The 
sockets in which originally were located the eyes 
of the monster are almost large enough to admit 
the head of aman. The hip-bone is five feet long, 
and weighs one hundred pounds; the *shoulder- 
blades measure two feet nine inches, and weigh 


The vertebre of the back-bone are eight inches in 
diameter. The other fragments found are in har- 
monious proportion to those already mentioned. 

Prot. Marsh of Yale College was present soon 
after the discovery was made, and pronounced it 
the most remarkable scientific event of the age. 
The structure will be united in its several parts by 
means of wire, and thus a very accurate idea can 
be formed of the size and weight of the monster 
to which it belonged. 


Tue ‘Geore1A FrREEDMEN.—A correspondent 
of the New York Times, writing from Columbus, 
November 12th, says: The condition of the freed- 
men is much better than it was last spring. In the 
larger cities and towns their treatment by the whites 
is more liberal, and their proper legal rights afte 
granted to them with less grumbling and objection 
than six months ago. In@the country, murders 
and other outrages have been suffered by them, 


a great many instances ; but I think that a truth- 


be complained of by them every month. A gen- 


‘eral desire to emigrate seems to have obtained 


largely among the freedmen in the central portion 
of the State, and already parties have organized 


for the purpose of going to Liberia, while others 


are preparing to take advantage of the eighty-acre 
homestead law, and settle in Arkansas.or Louisi- 
ana. Planters who failed to pay their hands this 
year, or who have earned a reputation among the 
freedmen as hard and unjust task-masters, by the 
manner in which they have treated them during 
the past year, cannot secure labor for the future at 
any price. On the contrary, those who have paid 
well, fed well, and behaved well generally toward 
their employés, find but little difficulty in obtain- 
ing the bést of labor.
